FRIENDS OF CAILLAUX 
ARRESTED IN FRANCE. 


Text of Document from the United States 
is Agitating the Nation. 


Jan. 16.—Louls Loustalot, 
member of the French Cham- 
ber of Deputies from Landes, 

Whose immunity recently was sus: 
pended in connection with the Cu- 
faux case, was arrested this morn- 
ing. 

The news of M. Loustaict’s arrest 
spread quickly, and a crowd which 
gathered to see him leave his resi- 
dence cried: “Down with the 
traitor.” 

Premier Clemenceaus paper, 
L/Homme Libre, says that additional 
documents have reached Paris from 
the United States concerning Lousta- 
lot and Comby. These give details 
of Comby’s trip to Switzerland. when 
he was accompanied by Loustalot, 
who was then in close relation with 
Salih Munir Pasha, the former Turk- 
Ambassador to France. 
COMBY ARRESTED. 

Paul Comby was arrested tonight 
in connection with the investigation 
of the activities of Caillaux at a 
luncheon given to Signor Cavallinie, 
an Italian. Comby also is said to 
have accompanied Loustalot to 
Switzerland to see Abbas Hilmi, the 
former Khedive of Egypt. 

| The Chamber of Deputies sus- 
tained the government's action in 
the Calllaux case yesterday by a ma- 
jority of 274 out of the #84 pres- 
ent. The vote was taken after the 
government had been interpellated 
by Ernest Lafont, a Socialist Deputy, 
who held that the opening of Cail- 
laux'’s safe-deposit box in Italy in 
the absence of a representative of 
the accused was illegal.

the Temps, sliowed that he had been 
directly or indirectly in communica- 
tion with a representative of an 
enemy power. 

The newspaper adds that Count 
von Luxburg, the then German Min- 
ister to Argentina, warned his gov- 
ernment that the praise Calillaux 
was receiving in the German press 
was compromising M. Caillaux, and 
asked that he be not spoken of in 
a praiseworthy manner. 

“Count von Lurburs.“ the Temps 
continued, “recommended that the 
German newspapers should be re- 
quested to say that Caillaux had 
made every effort to solve the 
Morocco question too favorably for 
France. The Berlin Cabinet was no- 
tified that Caillaux was soon leav- 
ing for Paris to appear in a lawsuit 


in Which his opponents would use 
everything against him. 

“This dispatch was not sent direct 
from ‘Argentina to Germany, but to 
Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador at Washington, who 
sent it to Berlin via Sweden.” 

The Temps says it understands 
that the documents from the United 
States will add materially to the 
above statements.

“Adverse weather conditions in the 
recent week and the inadequacy of 
the present coal supply and trans- 
portation facilities to meet the war- 
time demand have made necessary 
immediate restrictive measures as to 
the use of coal in that part of the 
United States east of the Mississippi 
River. 

“The movement of coal in trans- 
portation must be so directed as to 
aid the director-general of railways 
in dealing with the railroad emer- 
gency created by recent blizzard con- 
ditions. Domestic consumers of coal 
must be kept warm and other abso- 
lutely necessary consumers must be 
supplied, 

“All industry must be fully re- 
stricted in its use of coal in order 
that the available supply for the re- 
mainder of the winter may be proep- 
erly distributed and may be made 
sufficient for absolutely essential 
needs during the remainder of the 
winter. 

“To meet these necessities the Fuel 
Administration has ordered as an 
jmmediate emergency measure that 
on the days of January 18,19, 20, 21 
and 22 preference and priority in 
the use of coal shall be given only 
to those consumers whose consump- 
tion of coal ts ab@lutely necessary. 
These include, in ordr: Railroads, 
domstic consumers, hospitals and 
charitable institutions, public utili- 
tfes, ships at tidewater for bunker 
purposes. United States government 
use, municipal or country govern- 
ments for necessary public use, man- 
ufacturers of perishable food, or 
food for immediate consumption. 

“During the five days designated 
no manufacturing industry shall be 
allowed to operate even if it has its 
coal supply on hand. By this means 
all industry will be placed on an 
equal footing and each will be called 
upon to make its share of the sac- 
rifice necessary to maintain the na 
tien at the highest possible point of

EW YORK, Jan. 16.—Fuel Ad- 
ministrators in New York to- 
night applied a voluntary cen- 

sorship to their comment on Ad- 
ministrator Garfield’s drastic order 
for the conservation of fuel. They 
declined to talk about ft untll they 
had an opportunity to digest the un- 
expected regulations. 

Business .men were not so re- 
ticent and it was easily gathered 
from their remarks that they did 
not look with favor upon the order. 
Most of them, especially newspaper 
publishers, expressed more er less 
confusion as to just what it meant. 

A delegation of theatrical men an- 
nounced that they would 80 to 
Washington tonight and appeal to 
the administration to permit them 
to Reep open Mondays but close 
Tuesdays. It was explained by them 
that the “psychological effect” upon 
the public of having a holiday Mon- 
day and no place to go except home 
would be demoralizing upon the New 
York public. 

EXCHANGE’ TO OPEN. 

The president of the Stock Ex- 
change said the exchange would re- 
main open t the traders on the 
floor and the employees had to wear 
overcoats. Brokers took the same 
position. 

E. H. utter bridge, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the

MSTERDAM, Jan. 14. — Em- 
peror William as a figure in 
the German empire has 

dropped to fifth place, or lower. He 
is merely a figurehead, whose coun- 
sel is not wanted or given serious 
consideration in the plans of the 
real leaders, of whom Von Hinden- 
burg is the dominant figure and 
ranking close to him ie Von Luden- 
dorff 


three of his brilliant satellites come 
next in order, bat Von Hindenburg 
is the master mind. The Crown 
Prince is absolutely in his control 


and may be the instrument. which 
Von Hindenburg will employ te 
overthrow Von Hertling unless the 
latter quickly changes front on his 
mild no-annexation programme. 

Thus, the fortune or misfortunes 
of war have placed absolutely tn the 
hands of the old warrior, derided 
and considered a joke and a pest 
for yearsthe'affairs of the empire. 
His insistence upon the military 
value of the Maztrian marshes 
against Russian aggression was one 
of the rich jokes around German 
military clubs for years and Von 
Hindenburg was actually ostracized 
because of his attitude. In effect, 
‘he was banished by the Emperor to 
the marshes he was continually talk- 
ing about and from which he 
emerged to rapidly climb to supreme 
command. 


AT BREST-LITOVSK. 

When the Bolsheviki arrived at 
the sudden conclusion that the peace 
negotiationa under way at Breet- 
Litovsk should be immediately 
transferred to Stockholm, the Ger- 


man delegates refused to consider 
the request and the meeting came to 
an abrupt end with nothing accom- 
plished except the establishment of 
a more confusing situation than had 
existed before. 

Tee German delegates were re- 
called and were given new instruc- 
tions. On thelr arrival’ at Breat- 
LAtovek, ey found the Russian 
delegates spicuousty absent and 
only a telegram explaining that if 
Germany wished to show sincerity in 
the matter the Russians would be 
Flad to continue the meeting at 
Stockholm. 

Germany was not prepared for 
such a determined stand on the part 
of the Bolsheviki and once more the 
German delegates returned. Tem- 
porarily, there were tndications that 
the Kaiser would be willing to per- 
mit the German delegates to go to 
Stockholm. Rumors to this effect 
aroused storms of protest at once 
from the Fatherland party and all 
the adherents of the annexation pro- 
gramme. 

ORDERS GROUND HELD. 

Field Marshal Vou Hindenburg at 
once stated that the arguna which 
had been won must be retained, re- 
gardices of the cost to peace plans. 
Von Ludendorff, who its Von Hin- 
denburg's right-hand man, and the 
Crown Prince, who is Von Hinden- 
burg’s staunchest hero worshiper. 
upheld Von Hindenburg in his de- 
mands, 

The National Liberty party de- 
clared that the demands of the su- 
preme army command in the east 
must be decisive and the peace terms 
must be such as would be approved 
— Hindenburg and Von Luden- 
ort. 

Immediately following these dec- 
larations by the leaders of the an- 
nexation programme and their fol- 
lowers, Von Hindenburg and Von 
Ludendorff theratened to resign un- 
less the Emperor gave their de- 
mands his fullest support. Dire 
threats were also made by the Crown 
Prince. These actions resulted in a 
statement from the Emperor. that 
Germany was not in a position to 
permit any other power to dictehe 
Where the meeting should be held. 

SHAPES POLICIBS. 

Although this apparent sudden 
and complete submission of the Em- 
peror to the demands of Von Hin- 
denburg rather surprised the world 
at large, it was accepted within the 
entire German empire as the prop- 
er sequence to the discussion. It is 
quite generally believed that Von 
Hindenburg not only directs the 
armies of the empire, but also 
shapes the policies to conform with 
the militaristic ideas of his support- 
ers. 

The Socialist party strenuously 
objected to Von Hindenburs's hav- 
ing anything to do or ay concern- 
ing a matter-which was not con- 
cerned with the movement of troops 
or the prosecution of the war on the 
field. Their objettiong were abso- 
lutely disregarded by the Emperor 
and were derided by Von Hinden- 
burg. At the present time, those in 
Germany who desire peace are look- 
ing to Von Hindenburg and not to 
the Kaiser for the terms which will 
bring it about.

MARBOR SLAVONIANS PROTEST 
Ar HARDSHIPS OF FED- 
ERAL ORDER. 


The troubles of some 206 Aus- 
trian-Slavonian fishermen at the 
harbor, whose thirty-one fishing 
boats have lain idle for the last six 
weeks, were taken by them to Wash- 
ington in telegrams to President 
Wilson and Secretary of State Lan- 
sing on Monday, and yesterday a 
reply Was received from Mr. Lansing 
advising them to take the matter up 
with the War Trade Board. 

Because of a recent government 
order forb'dding fishing boats te 
leave American ports unless all of 
the crew are American citizens, the 
Austrian fishing fleet at the harbor 
has been obliged to cease opera- 
tions. Only about twenty of the 200 
in this group of en have citi- 
zenship papers. 

The result of the order has been 
to bring many of the families near 
to actual want, it was declared last 
night by Ljubo S. Bilecina, spokes- 
man for the fishermen, who sent the 
telegrams to Washington. Mr. Bio- 
cina declared also that the idleness 
of this large number of fishermen 
hag resulted In much higher prices 
for fieh here than otherwise would 
have been the case. He said the 
fishermen had proposed that they be 
allowed to resume their operations 
with an American citizen acceptable 
to the government authorities in 
charge of each boat.

CRY FOR WORKERS. | 

From the Pacific Northwest comes a 
Macedonian cry for farm labor. 
tion has become so acute that the whole 
agricultural and industrial area is alarmed 
and a telegram has been sent to President 
Wilson by the allied chambers of commerce 
of the Northwest advising him that “Not 
more than 25 per cent. of the average fall 
crop acreage has been planted.” Coming 
from an authoritative source, this state- 
ment is one that necessitates not only con- 
sideration but action. The Northwest is 
one of the great wheat reservoirs of Amer- 
fea; and the President is informed that: 
“If the wheat yield is to be even normal 
enormous spring planting is necessary and 
more labor is required. The farms are be- 
ing stripped of workeys and the remaining 
youths are eager to go to war. Unless 
something is done, and done quickly, there 
will be an alarming slump in the agricul- 
tural production of this region.” 

Appeals for legislation that will send the 
workers to the farms are fairly inundating 
the national capital. All carry the same 
refrain: land is available for doubling last 
year’s agricultural production in the Far 
West, but the man power is lacking. Sec- 
retary of Labor Wilson insists that there 
ip sufficient man power in the country to 
plant and harvest the crops, but the trouble 
lies in its distribution. The situation re- 
sembles that of the coal famine in the 
East. A few days ago schools and mebu- 
factories were alike forced to close in New 
York and Chicago by reason of a lack of 
coal, yet railway lines leading into each 
city were blocked by thousands of laden 
coal cars. Discussing the labor situation 
will not send more help to the farmers, and 
unless that help is secured promptly pro- 
duction on the Pacific Coast will be cur 
tailed rather than extended this year. 

Various plans have been discussed for re- 
eving the labor shortage. It may be true 
that there is sufficient labor in the country 
to double last year’s production: but it is 
equally true that such labor was not avail- 
able when needed last year, and there are 
no present indications for improved labor 
conditions this year. In the words of for- 
mer President Cleveland, “It is a condition 
and not a theory that confronts us.” 


One solution suggested is conscription for 
farm labor. In Los Angeles alone there are 
at least 5000 men who are producing noth- 
ing and whom the municipality could well 
spare. Living here, they are so many 
drones—they consume what others need 
and they are an incumbrance on the indus- 
try of the city. Place these 5000 men on 
the empty acres and they will produce 
enough to feed 200,000. If there be doubt- 
ing Thomases, let them take a walk through 
the city parks and view the number of 
idlers there; then let them turn to the city 
sidewalks, observing the number of well- 
dressed loiterers on Broadway And of in 
dressed loafers on Los Angeles street. Most 
of these prefer simply existing on a hand- 
to-mouth ration in Los Angeles to really 
living out in the open where they could 
be of definite value alike to themselves and 
to their fellow-men. 


But it is not easy to secure legislation 
from the national Congress that will con- 
vert.these idlers on the streets to toilers 
on the farms. The Gompers lobby fights 
any legislation that would send laborers 
from the city to the country: the same 
lobby fights still more bitterly against a 
proposal to amend the immigration laws so 
as & permit the employment of orientals, 
under proper restrictions, during the war 
period. So it is plain what the unions seek 
is to force the farmers to employ union help 
under conditions which the walking dele- 
gates will prescribe. For a year the gov- 
ernment has tried to shift the working pop- 
ulation from the city to the country, but 
it has failed. It fears to permit oriental 
laborers to come in by reason of the posst- 
ble political effect. Such policies of pro- 
crastination have led to an industrial cri- 
sis. Unless prompt action is taken the 


time for spring planting will have passed 


and the opportunity of doubling the agri- 
cultural production of the West will have 
passed for another twelve months. Man 
power for the farms is just as important as 
man power for the army. 


EBELLIOUS GERMANS. 

There are indications that the Kaiser 
and Hindenburg woüld welcome a peace 
that would leave them with their skins 
whole; but they are afraid of a revolt of 
their own people. The Frankfurter Zeitung, 
formerly considered an administration or- 
gan, has opened its columns to Scheide- 
mann, the Socialist leader, and carries the 
following challenge from him to the gov- 


erning class: ; 


It is for a reformed Germany and not 
for the privilege of the nobles and the 
rich that the soldiers fight. Prussia will 
never be at rest until equal suffrage is 
obtained. The Prussian “hobereaux” 
and their representatives of all shades 
would do better to perceive once for all 
that truth and to cease to play with 
fire. The men who return from the 
front have lost under the barrage all 
notion of respect for the governing 
class. Nowhere on the front have they 
found trenches reserved for the elect- 
ors of the first class. Each year rein- 
forces the decision they have taken to 
sacrifice their lives for a new Germany, 
but they will not immolate themselves 
to assure the maintenance of privileges 
to the nobility and to the rich. 

Equal suffrage would very likely be the 
precursor of a Prussian democracy. At the 
present time the nobility finds itself crushed 
between the upper millstone, representing 
the force of the Allies, and the lower mill- 
stone, which is the resentment of an en- 
slaved people who are rapidly being dis- 
illusionized and have learned to know its 
own power. 

France's attitude is pithily expressed in 
the affirmation of Gen. Joffre that “We have 
the Germans by the throat on the western 
front right now and we are going to shake 
them until their brains rattle.” 


Many of thé German ammunition facto- 
ries have been forced to close and thou- 
sands are out of employment as a result of 
coal shortage. 
shipments of coal to Switzerland are said 
to be decreasing every month. The United 
States is not alone, it seems, in wrestling 
with the fuel problem. Is it to be a game 
of freeze-out between the Allies and Ger 
many?

OW GOVERNMENT OPERATION OF 
RAILROADS WORKS OUT. 


Government operation of the railroads has 


been welcomed eagerly by the stockholders 
of some of the weaker lines that were ex- 
periencing great difficulty in keeping two 
steps ahead of the receiver: but reports 
from the East and the Middle West indicate 
that the congestion of freight at central 
points has increased rather than dimin- 
ished. For the first time in a ceneration 
public schools of New York and Chicago 


have been forced to close by reason of lack 


of fuel. It does not appear that there is 
a scarcity of coal at the pits or in transit; 
but the new regime has occasioned a con- 
fusion in keeping lines open. New York 
shivered and froze while coal more than 
sufficient for all its needs stood in cars on 
sidings within fifty miles of the city. 

From Chicago comes a similar complaint. 
An unprecedented cold spell found the gov- 
ernment unprepared for such a contingen- 
cy; and while the Federal heads of the rail- 
ways were striving to bring order out of 
chaos, both the cold and the chaos in- 
creased.. Passenger trains have been dis 
continued on eastern lines, and the boast 
has been made that the private cars were 
sidetracked to make way for freight care: 
but, despite these endeavors, the conces- 
tion of freight increases. It has been noted 
here in Los Angeles that the eastern mail 
schedules are no longer observed and the 
irregular delivery of mail has become alike 
mystifying and disconcerting. Much of the 
foreign mail that comes by way of New 
York is from ten days to two weeks over- 
due, although it is known to have arrived 


in New York three weeks ago. 


Such a condition was probably unavoid- 

able in making a transfer from private con- 
trol to Federal control at this time. As has 
been pointed out previously in The Times, 
it was not by reason of failure of the trans- 
portation system that the railways were 
taken over by the government as a war 
measure. The real failure was in previous 
attempted regulation by the government. 
Under war conditions the government found 
quickly that the roads could not render 
the best service while restrictive anti-pool- 
ing Federal laws were in force. It was 
also apparent that the rates for freight and 
passenger service fixed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission were inadequate, 
and that the railways could not secure the 
capital necessary to purchase new equip- 
ment and build branch lines until they 
should be able to make a better financial 
showing. But the commission feared the 
Political effect of increasing freight rates, 
and while they debated the situation crew 
daily worse. 
The demands of the walking delegates 
of the railway brotherhoods for higher pay 
added to the complications. When the ral 
ways asked an increased freight rate of 15 
per cent., the railway brotherhoods prompt- 
ly demanded an increase in pay of 40 per 
cefit. In this situation the government suf- 
fered by reason of the Federal interference 
to force the eight-hour law on the railways 
in 1916. It came up to the President again 
to force the railways to grant the increases 
in pay asked by Gompers's satellites. There 
was no sale for railway securities until this 
dilemma should pass. 

Apparently the line of least resistance 


was for the government to take over the 


railroads and operate them during the war. 
The employees would be conscripted, as it 
were, in the Federal service. Takine over 
the roads only necessitated the President's 
signature to a piece of peper: but operating 
them is another matter. The government 


‘will now have an opportunity to learn some- 


thing of the efficiency of private railway ad. 
ministration. Under private administration 
the public schools of the East were never 
left without coal. The demand of the Allies 


on the coal supply of the country is no greai- 


er than that of a year ago; that demand is

regulated by the bottoms available for ocean 
‘ransportation. But there is this vast dif- 
ference; politicilans are occupying the seats 
where railway men then sat. When it comes 
to operating railways there is a vast differ- 
ence between government brains and rall- 
way brains. 

The government has started railroading 
in the most approved political style. Its 
first act was to ask Congress to vote a 
credit of 8500,00, 00 its second was to 
increase thc pay of employees without mak- 
ing a corresponding increase in freight and 
passenger tariffs to meet the added ex- 
pense. Under such a plan there should be 
no trouble about operation and upkeep, but 
as usual in governmental schemes it js the 
taxpayers who must pay the freight. It is 
not apparent what extra benefit the average 
citizen receives to recompense him for pay- 
ment of his share of that $500,000,000. 


RENCH TABLE 

The French government enacted last 
March a law giving to farmers a premium 
of 3 francs per 100 kilograms—about 17 
cents per bushel-——for all wheat harvested 
in France. To this is added a premium of 
20 francs for each hectare—$1.60 per acre— 
cultivated in wheat in excess of the area 
cultivated in the preceding year. The 
French farmer therefore receives from the 
government an average of over 20 cents per 
bushel for all the wheat he raises on acre- 
age not previously devoted to the cultiva- 
tion of wheat. On the other hand, he is 
prohibited from charging the millers more 
than 33 francs per 100 kilograms—about 
$1.75 per bushel—for Wheat. 

The millers are required to mix 15 per 
cent. of rye. maize, barley or bean flour 
with wheat flour. -The bakers are required 
to make loaves not longer than 80 centi- 
meters (31% inches) and weighing not lese 
than 700 grams (one and one-half pounds.) 
They are prohibited from making bread 
made with additions of milk, lactose, sugar 
or butter. Bread may not be sold until at 
least twelve hours old and may not be sub- 
jected to processes of conservation tending 
to keep it tresh. But bread for the use of 
government officials is not subject to the 
regulations of this decree. Jean Crapaud in 
his cabin must content himself with stale 
bread, but Clemenceau and Poincare can 
breakfast on hunks of moist fresh bread 
with lumps of butter thickly spread. 

Allotments of sugag are twenty-five 

grams—seveneighths of an ounce—to each 
person for three meals, but only two-thirds 
of an ounce to war prisoners. In restau- 
rants patrons have their choice between 
cheese or a dessert; they cannot have both, 
but they can eat all the snails they desire. 
Pastry and confectionery are prohibited al- 
together. 
People are sometimes inclined to com- 
plain of the regulations prescribed by Food 
Director Hoover. Suppose they Mved in 
Paris and in response to an order for dinner 
the walter should say: “Fresh bread ie not 
available, sir. You must eat it stale or go 
without. You are allowed but one lump of 
sugar in your coffee, sir. You may have 
either fresh fruit or cheese for dessert; you 
cannot have both. Mince pie, did you say? 
There has been no pie in this house since 
February last. If I were to obtain a piece 
and serve you with it we might both be 
sent to jail. Is there anything you can 
have without restrictions? Oh, yes sir: 
snails. You can have all the snails you 
What? You are a free-born Calffor- 
nian and no insect-eater, and if you must 
change your diet you prefer fried tarantu- 
las or stewed scorpions!

| PLEA FOR THE SWORD. | 


“The discharge of duty to one’s 
fellow man, the work of resisting 
violence and maintaining order and 
righting the wrongs of the op- 
pressed, is higher and holier than 
the following of visions.”

“Ah me, what is it I find? What 
token left of thy love? It is no 
flower, no spices, no vase of per- 
fumed waters. It is thy mighty 
sword, flashing as a flame, heavy 
as a bolt of thunder. 

“Lord of my heart, no more shall 
there be for me waiting and weep- 
ing in corners, no more coyness and 
sweetness of demeanour. Thou 
hast given me Thy sword for adorn- 
ment. No more dolls’ decorations 
for me!" . —-Rabindranath Tagore. 

Justice and love are both essen- 
tial ideals of spiritual progress,, but 
they differ widely in their origin and 
nature. Love is a natural phe 
nomenon, inseparable from the evo- 
lution of physical life. Without love 
there could have been no progress 
from the most rudimentary of life's 
forms. The heman race would have 
got no further than the egg-cell in 
the human ovary from which we all 
still make our bow upon the world. 

But nature, as we commonly speak 
of her, knows nothing of justice, as 
we understand justice. Man, being 
a natural product himself, all ac- 
tions common to his species must 
be considered as natural actions; 
but justice—or injustice—in nature, 
we shall in nowise discover outside 
the brain of man. 

When man first stood upon his 
feet nature held her breath. watch- 
ing the portent. This lordly atti- 
tude of her youngest son must sure- 
ly presage some new endowment of 
the soul. 

She saw him, hungry, feed his 
mate and young. But that was love, 
and love had been a commonplace 
among her brood for ages.. That 
much of the kingdom of heaven had 
already been achieved. It was not 
until some strong men, curbing his 
instincts, respected the person and 
property of his weaker neighbor, 
that nature was accorded her sec- 
ond patent of divinity. 

Love came first in time. but is of 
slower growth than justice—for the 
very reason that it is by growth 
alone that love increases. Justice 
can be enforced; not so with love. 
“The quality of mercy is not 
strained —and mercy is but manly 
justice in woman's garb. 

And let not the pacifist dream 
vainly of a time when al! shall have 
achieved perfect love, so that justice 
shall reign as love's consort. As 
Maeterlinck puts it, “The man who 
would be just has all his life sor- 
rowfully to choose between two or 
three acts of varying justice.” The 
pacifist. for instance, dy impeding 
his own nation’s efficiency, merely 
kills her soldiers instead of those 
of the enemy nation. 

As evolution proceeds the forms 
of life become ever more varied and 
more numerous, fust as the number 
of twigs on a tree increases with 
the growth of the tree. Some of the 
forms, it is ttue, die cut, but among 
the new forms constantly appear- 
ing many of the old ones persist un- 
changed. Among our trees ere 


- forms that were growing in Carbon- 


iferous times, and side by side with 
man there still exist and flourish 
more and more abundantly and va- 
riedly, not only the lower human 
kind, but all other kinds down to 
the unicellular forms. It may be 
that among hie daily companions, 
persisting unchanged. is that very 
single-celled form from which he has 
himself descended. | 

The savine “Love your enemy” ts 
the presentation of an it ts 
not a practicable command. It mar 
be in my power ‘fo so conduct me- 
self as to achieve his ſove— but 
whether I am to love him or not de 
pends absolutely upon him. not me: 
I cannot love to order. But the say- 
ing “Be just to your enemy”—that 
is a practicable command to any 
who can rank as captain of his soul. 

And that is why he who will de- 
vote himself to enforcing justice, 
even with the sword, where love has 
failed, is a more practical Christian 
than he who cries “peace” when 
there is no just peace possible: who 
would let injustice rage unchecked 
until that visionary time when per- 
fect love should banish bim from 
this, our earth: who devotes his en- 
erzies to talkine love. believing he 
is hastening that time, when he is 
but feiterating the impracticable 
command. 

Perfect love among the children 
of men will come, we dare to hope. 
in some far-off time—to some of 
them. Such love as we already 
know had come far among the forms 
of life without the aid of man be- 
fore man was. and will continue to 
advance independently of his vol, 
tion. If justice is to wall on love 
we have a long vnilovely time in 
front of us, for only perfect love 
will serve in this. And since we 
cannot enforce love, it is better to 
prepare the ground for love by en- 
forcine justice with whatever tools 
we may. 

With justice ruling. we can afford 
to wait on perfect love. For the 
idea we have of justice as by na- 
ture merciless is a false idea. True. 
justice requires no tempering with 
mercy, for mercy is but one of the 
forms of pure justice. It is the old 
idea of justice as embotied in the 
law of a tooth for a tooth that is re- 
sponsible for this dressing up of 
justice in the judre’s ermine. True 
justice knows nothing of such a law. 
Executive justice is concerned ‘sole- 
ly with two things, or rather with 
two aspects of one thing—the re- 
straint of the wrongdoer and the 
protection of the wronged. All else 
is outside its province. Punishment 
is used legitimately by justice to 
secure these two ends alone. Where 
punishment would serve the ends of 
vengeance, or would further that 
ancient practice of balancing a 
wrong inflicted with a pain suffered 
by the wrongdoer, it bas ceased to 
be an instrument of justice. 

True justice is never incompatible 
with love. Hate. not justice, is the 
father and mother of vengeance. 
Justice is independent of love. but 
is, at least, the guardian of love's

FRUIT IS BIG. 


Exchange Gives F igures on 
Navel Orange Yield. 


Higher Prices to Rule, Due 
to Unusual Sizes, 


Sugar Content is W hat Counts, 
is Word to Trade. 


Southern California's navel orange 
crop this year is only about 15 per 
cent. of normal, and the fruit is run- 
ning heavily to the larger sizes, says 
a bulletin issued yesterday by the 
California Fruit Growers’ Exchange, 
the shipper of approximately 70 per 
cent. of California's citrus fruit. 

In explaining the cause of these 
conditions as ascertained by a survey 
just completed, and stating what the 
exchange is doing to meet the situa- 
tion, the bulletin says: 

The predominance of the larger 
sizes of navels is due to the extreme 
heat of last summer, which literally 
cooked and destroyed a large pro- 
portion of the young fruit. Because 
of this destruction of large quanti- 
ties of oranges on every tree the 
whole energy of each tree has been 
thrown into the development of the 
remaining fruit. For example, if 84 
per cent. of the fruit on a single 
tree is killed by heat, the entire 100 
per cent. of energy of the tree goes 
into the remaining 15 per cent. The 
result is a crop of unusually large 
oranges and a scarcity of small res. 

“At the date of writing it is impos- 
sible to predict exactly how the sizes 
will run, but it is a foregone con- 
clusion that 126's and larger will be 
consmon in all exchange shipments. 
Naturally, the prices will be higher 
than with a normal crop. and the 
per dozen price will seem excep- 
tionally high because of the large 
sizes. But, while the price per orange 
will be higher, every orange will 
serve more people. One large orange 
will be enough for two people. The 
large sizes will be ideal for slicing 
and for salads, and for use in des- 
serts in combination with other 
fruits. For the dealer the large sizes 
of oranges will be especially effec- 
tive for display purposes.

He said, in part: | 

“This nation has passed through 
one of the most portentous years of 
its existence, at the close of which 
we may look back through the 
twelve months, in each one of which 
has been wrought out in the life of 
the State, of the church and of se- 
an experience freighted with 
knowledge of immense value to us. 

“Refore the year began one could 
tee that tremendous things were be- 
fore us, but there were ho prece- 
dents to which we could turn in 
forming our judgment as to duty. 
Now that is changed. We know 
what War means to the home and 
the family; to the nation aud the 
church. 

“Belleving as I do in the right of 
ithe Individual to self-expression, and 
therefore in the right of the people 
to govern themselves, I feel most 
strongly that we have owed it to 
God and to ourselves to meet not 
the flaunting, taunting cHallenge of 
a nation to our personal bravery, but 
her deliberate and openly -expressed 
determination to dominate the world 
and to deprive the weaker nations 
of their right of self-government. 

“TI feel most strongly that we have 


l been called to offer ourselves and 


our resources to the Allied nations, 
who, with their life's blood. have 
been making their protest againat 
this monstrous purpose of one na- 
tion of the world. . 

THE RIGHTS OF MAN. 
“We would have lost our national 
soul had we falled to join ovr 
forces at such a critical period in 
the world’s history. with these who 
during these past three years have 
been fighting for the inalienable 
rights of man, and T evoke the biess- 
ing of God upon our men wherever 
they may be in the service. 

“We are here today to confer con- 
cerning the work of the church, and 
in considering the questions with 
which we are confronted. we ought 
to feel as never before that if this 
nation is forced by circumstances to 
realize that she belongs to a family 
of nations, so by circumstances 
which are germein to the war, have 
all Christians been forced to recog- 
nize that they are bound to a con- 
certed action in the propagation of 
Christ’s work on earth, 

“The war, strangely enough, has 
embittered the life of the world and 
has brought nations out from their 


responsibilities for larger 
things than are ted by a 
eingle community. n other words, 
nationalism has given way to inter- 
nationalism. No nation today feels 
that it may live to itself, but that 


their 


lit is bound to other nations by a 


common interest in principles for 
which alike they both must stand.
